rWELVE GREAT WORDS 


LINCOLN man of scholarly b end, engaged in 


the legal profession, who devotes his spare 


hours to the study of history and of language, 


offers these twelve w ords—expressive of allitera­ 


tion—as also expressive of the experience which 


m ankind has passed through in 5,000 years' of 


known civilization. 


Independence— Isolation. 
F aith—Fate—Fatalism . 
Silence—Solitude. 
P rayer—Philosophy—Peace. 
Memories—M editations. 


His choice is excellent. 
These twelve words 
do go far towards conveying hum an emotions 
which have dom inated the world for which there 
is a record. 
Perhaps as a sum m ation of hum an 
experience others could b e added. 
For exam ple: 
Dependence—despair. 
Greed—grave. 
But certainly it is true that the serfdom of 
slavery of antiquity and of medieval times in 
turn gave way to independence, and independ­ 
ence in turn was supplanted b y isolation. Faith 
fell b efore fatalism —from prayer and philosophy 
came peace, and pierhaps the most comforting and 
satisfying of all hum an emotions are w rapped up 
in m editation and memories. 
They are twelve 
woid.s which .seem to have an especially poignant 
significance at this time.

DMIRABLE in its content, tone, upright spirit

crisis and war. 
He asked for neutrality legis- 
I lation adequate to m eet a grave condition, and 
a venom -infested, partisan political congress gave 
; him a reb uff.

But in spite of it, in spite of the unwillingness 
of congress 
to remove 
Am erican 
citizens 
and 
American ships from danger zones, Mr. Roosevi'lt 
Sunday night told the American people he would 
do w hat he could to keep out of war, b egged them 
to do w hat they could to keep out of war, and 
echoed a prayer that is in the hearts of every 
father and mother. 


One sentence of that peace plea especially de­ 
serves attention. 
It was this: “I myself cannot 
and do not prophesy the course of events ab road 
and the reason is that b ecause of necessity of 


tries at w ar—w hether it b e the lives of actual 


com b atants—or the lives and property of men, 


women and children w^ho are ncmcomb atants, or 


even the lives of innocent neutrals. 
Leb ensraum 


is a ghastly, sugar-coated, seductive word for a 


m an’s am b itions to m ake him self the dom inant 


m aster of the European continent. 


Heinke On Dictators 
T WAS a serious charge which Congressman 
.. George Heinke of the First N eb raska district 
made b efore a gathering of the repub lican voters 
in Lincoln Saturday, 
If quoted correcUy Mr. 
Heinke said the president’s ob jective in asking 
new neutrality legislation was a request for far 
leaching powers under the guise of neutrality. 
Congressman H einke’s distorted conception of 
partisanship in evidence on all occasions can b e 
treated tolerantly and indulgently for the most 
part b ut if any considerab le num b er of cither 
repub licans or dem ocrats see in the present cri.sis 
any foundation for raising a cry of dictatorship 
against a troub led president at this tim e it is not 
echoed in the conversation of men and women in 
gathering places. 
T hat has b ecome an ob session 
w ith the representative of the First N eb raska dis­ 
trict, who needs nothing more to convince him 
that a proposal is evil than to learn that the presi­ 
dent favors it. 
Mr. Heinke is prom ptly against it. 
And if Mr. Heinke could repre.sent the repub lican 
party it would not take him a great many months 
to reduce the repub lican party to the position 
o c­ 
cu p ied b y the dem ocratic party 
following the 
Civil war. 
The present neutrality law confers greater dic­ 
tatorial powers upon Mr. Roosevelt, or whoever 
shall occupy the W hite House in the years ahead, 
than the proposed Roosevelt neutrality measure. 
It contains powers the president is reluctant to 
utilize. 
It gives him the right in this period of 
undeclared wars to post an em b argo against the 
shipm ent of m unitions to either G erm any or Po­ 
land, b oth at w ar w ithout the formal declaration 
of war. 
He could specify that as an aggressor 
G erm any was at w ar and he could proclaim an 
em b argo against Japan in China. 
W hat Mr. Roosevelt is asking is not an exten­ 
sion of authority b ut a clarification of neutrality, 
that joint responsib ility for it shall rest w ith the 
congress and the president. 
Congressman Heinke 
would fight a partisan w ar regardless of em ergen­ 
cy prob lems which confront this country through 
no fault of the president, the present adm inistra­ 
tion, or the American people. 
He could serve his 
district and the people of Neb raska infinitely b et­ 
ter if he would lend his assistance towards steps 
designed in keeping the United States out of pres­ 
ent European troub les. 


■ y O ONE CAN say w hat those steps taken b y 


> - ’ the British and the French—steps which in 


them selves b espoke of exhausted patience—may 


mean. 
It is not a question of the exterm ination 
of the G erm an peoples or the Germ an nation to 
scourge them and it in their b lind devotion to the 
imperious will of a mad dictator. 
It is not a 
question of the ab ility of a new m ilitary m a­ 
chine created b y H itler and his associates to crush 
Poland, France, and B ritain. 
The chief concern 
is the ab ility of civilization itself to ab sorb and 
to b ear up under the punishm ent of titanic w ar­ 
fare. 
It is difficult to compute the price of w ar. 
A 
liner was torpedoed w ithin a few hours after the 
British declaration of w ar 200 miles off the coast 
of Scotland—a liner on which there were 1,400 
passengers, Canadians and Am ericans—and while 
inform ation of the total casualties was slight, the 
incredib le thing is this could happen in a world 
w here madness is sub stituted for sanity. 


every part of the world, I do not dare to do so. 
And the other reason is that I think it is honest 
for me to b e honest with the Am erican people.” 
Most of all it will pay the Am erican people to 
b e honest w ith themselves. 
They owe no alle­ 
giance to any other country b ecause of race or 
of sym pathy than the United States. 
They owe 
a duty to them selves and to their countrym en to 
so mould their thoughts and order their lives that 
this country shall not b e b rought into war. 


11 All Europe Quits The Fields 


■ ’OTHING could b e more sound in long time 
term s than the plea Secretary W allace of the 
D epartm ent of A griculture made in W ashington 
urging Am erican farm ers not to “over-expand” 
Am erican agricultural production in the hope a 
European conflict w ill prov'ide a tem porary high­ 
er price level for farm commodities. 
There has b een a farm prob lem dating b ack to 
those circum stances which produced the grain, 
the populous uprising, and in the early years of 
the present century a lib eral political b loc m 
Am erican politics. 
But no one would question 
that the greatest single contrib uting factor in 
slightly more than tw enty years was the the ad­ 
dition of millions of acres of land to cultivation 
when the products from it are not needed during 
norm al times. 
N aturally m ost of that acreage in ­ 
cluded areas looked upon as less productive sea­ 
son after season than land which had already 
b een 
b roken. 
Much 
of it was 
in 
regions 
of 
scanty rainfall, and much of it was of a sub m ar­ 
ginal character. 
For a prosperous agriculture prices m ust b e 
com pensatory for those w here cost of production 
is 
high 
otherw ise 
thousands 
of farm 
families 
would suffer. 
The hope of a tem porary profit hardly justi­ 
fies a complete change in the planting of millions 
of acres for which there will b e no m arket for 
the foods produced upon that land unless w ar 
continues for a long time. 
Even at that the live­ 
stock interests of Neb raska and the grain pro­ 
ducers of this state will recall the punishing losses i | 
sustained 
in 
19 19 
and im m ediately 
afterw ards 
when production plans were expanded, and the 
w ar ended ab ruptly. 
It made b eggars of men 
who possessed com fortab le fortunes and it pun­ 
ished millions of others severely. 
Tem pting as are the prospects tha^ b efore an­ 
other year all of Europe w ill b e engaged in war, 
the plea m ade b y Secretary W allace is tim ely and 
will avert great distress and additional troub le 
later on.

the United States.” 
It was generally ex pected that 
he wo uld ho ld up fo rmal inv o ca­ 
tio n o f the neutrality act at least 
until after the cabinet has held a 
special meeting at 1 p. m., C.S.T. 
Pausing between wo rds fo r em­ 
phasis, Mr. Ro o sev elt said; 
“ I ho pe the United States will 
keep o ut o f this war. I believ e 
that it will and I giv e y o u assur­ 
ance and reassurance that ev ery 
effo rt o f y o ur go v ernment will be 
directed to ward that end. 
“ As lo ng as it remains within 
my po wer to prev ent, there will 
be no blacko ut o f peace in the 
United States.”
